consecutive years is eligible to hon­ 
orary membership. 
The report was 
adopted. 
On motion, Messrs. Peter Courtney, 
Hiram B. Scott and Joseph H. Teague 
were appointed a committee to draft 
a constitution and by-law^s, to report 
at the next meeting, 
to be held at 
Shultz & Herold’s office October 28 th. 
The work of enrollment was then 
declared to be in order, and the follow­ 
ing gentlemen w^ere enrolled as mem­ 
bers:

PeoNa, III., Oct. #.—As a direct re­ 
sult of the indictment of N. C. Dough­ 
erty for forgery ,the directors of the 
Peoria National bank, of which he 
was president, announced shortly af­ 
ter midnight this morning that they 
had decided to discontinue business 
and would call in the comptroller of 
the currency to wdnd up the affairs 
oi the institution. The bank did not 
open today. 
The meeting of directors lasted all 
evening behind closed doors. It was 
admitted that a disastrous run would 
be inevitable today, and the only re­ 
course was to liquidate at once. 
The dime Savings bank, in which 
Dougherty is a large stockholder, ex­ 
perienced a run today, but paid all 
depositors. 
The loan of $100,000 to the Peoria 
National by the Peoria clearing house 
was tied up in such wise that it could 
not be accepted. It was learned that 
quiet withdrawals from the bank had 
been going on all day, most of the 
calls coming from banks in neighbor­ 
ing towns. The bank was capitalized 
at $200,000. 
A representative of the comptroller 
Is expected from Chicago today.
